If impossible, make a landing, using 
your own discretion, and guided by the 
ddavice of a pilot. You can destroy the 
batteries, but have no unnecessary 
bombardment.”

Reliable details cannot be had until 
Commodore Dewey's squadron is able 
to communicate with Hongkong.

MONTEJO ADMITS DEFEAT.

MADRID, May 1. (via Paris, May 1.)~—

REJOICING AT WASHINGTON OVER 
DEWEY’S VICTORY. 


News From the Philippines Affords 
the Greatest Satisfaction to the 


Ad tien — Prediction Is 
Made That Spain Qait. 


[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.) 

WASHINGON, May 1.—Washington 
is rejoicing tonight. Not since the 
dark days of the great civil conflict 
of a third of a century ago have the 
people of this city been so profoundly 
moved by war news as they wére this 
evening. General rejoicing over the 
victory of Admiral Dewey was the or- 
der of the night. The streets were 
crowded and the people greatly ex- 
cited. 

Thus far no official advices have 
been received by the government, but 
the Asociated Press dispatches were 
transmitted to the President and offi- 
clals of the administration as rapidly 
as they were received. . 

The President, in company with sev- 
eral of his advisers, read the bulletins 
in the library of the White House early 


in the evening, but later in the night. 


he went to his office on the second 
floor of the Execituve Mansion, where, 
until a late hour, he continued to pe- 
ruse every dispatch with deepest in- 
terest. 

Officials of the Navy Department 
were reticent in discussing’ the con- 
flict in the absence of official infor- 
mation, but they made no pretense 
of concealing their great gratification. 
It has -been kmown for days at the 
Navy Department that 4 conflict at 


Manila was inevitable, and while no| — 


great fear of the result was expressed, 
there Was yet a deep concern in the 
heart of every Official wntil tonight's 
news removed some of the weight 
from their minds. 

When Secretary Bliss was showh the. 
first dispatch, briefly recounting the 
victory of the Americam squadron, he 
unhesitatingly expressed his gratifi- 
cation at the result. 

Secretary Alger declared that it was 
“a clean, glorious victory,” but in com- 
mon with other officials of the admin- 
istration, declined to make extended 
comment upon it. 

The absence of any statement of spe- 
cific injury to the American vessels in 
the Madrid advices was comstrued as 
a convincing indication that they had 
not suffered appreciable injury and this 
was especially pleasing to naval stu- 
dents of the news. 

Not only was the preservation of the 
American ships and’ men considered 
im itself a happy outcome, but was 
commented upon as indicating clearly 
that Admiral Dewey and his associ- 
ate officers and men under their com- 
mand. had discharged splendidly their 
several duties in directing and execut- 
ing the fight.

We 
knew as well as if we were at the In- 
gleterre Hotel. that along the broader 
streets the volunteers were marching 
and countermarching, their officers 
swishing the lithe canes they are so 
fond of and their buglers in vain try- 
ing to keep time to their own music. 
We hoped some of the volunteers were 
hungry, since they certainly should 
be. They are so bloodthirsty with the 
helpless and so cowardly when met by 
an armed force. 

Was the band playing om the stand 
around the statute of the great Isa- 
bella? Probably not. Even these mer- 
curta] people would scarcely be in a 
musical mood when a short walk to the 
shore would show them'‘the "pillars of 
fire by night,”’ made by the search- 
lights-of the blockaders. Of course, the 
principal cafés were crowded. Officers 
and the better class of civilians were 
surely congregated there in great num- 
bers, drinking their light wines or a 
small glass of absinthe—they are not 
given to drunkenness—and talking fif- 
teen to the dozen. while hanes and 
arms waved wildly and shoulders were 
perpetually in action. 

Arecent letter to the writer, smuggled 
out by a friend in Havana, said: ‘““The 
big Hotel Inbleterre has two guests, Mr. 
Gollan, British Consul and a Madrid 
gambler, but the patronage of the café 
is on the increase. The people are 
gregarious and must talk or explcde.”’ 

It is astonishing with what equanim- 
ity we bore the thought that some -f 
the people spoken above were 
likely to be hungry before lceng. But 
when we thought of deliberately nur- 
tured gentlemen, orphaned, widowed or 
deserted, whose incomes were zero. and 
where hopes of help were vanished, we 
could not fee! so indifferent. any more 
than we could when remembering the 
poor little inmates of the Lee orphan- 
age, rescued from death, it is feared, 
only to die at last from starvati-n, as 
in the first instance. Fervent was the 
hope of every American lreast that our 
naval and military forces would take 
and hold Havana before death came to 
ell who were dependent upon charity 
from the United States.

as little less than marvelous that the 
American squadron escaped without 
sever injury, because, notwithstanding 
the disparity in the naval forces, the 
Spanish fleet, assisted by the shore 
batteries, should have been able to in- 
flict severe damage prior to its being 
destroyed. Its failure to do so was ex- 
plained only upon the hypothesis cof 
perfect and swift work by the Amer- 
ican squadron. 

An opinion freely expressed tonight 
by naval officers fs that the very deci- 
sive victory of Admiral Dewey's fleet 
will mean probably an early end to the 
war without further naval battles of 
importance. The American fleet, it is 
suggested, is now supreme in the wa- 
ters of Spain's Pacific possessions, and 
indications were strongly toward the 
slipping of the Philippines from her 


4 control. 7 


It was said that only by quickly 
yielding to our demands in Cuba could 
this loss possibly be averted. Spain, it 
was argued, was confronted with a sit- 
uation which promised naught save dis- 
aster in case she elected to forge more 
fighting. The superiority of a superior 
fleet had been demonstrated in the 
Pacific, and the same it is contended 
would be inevitable in the Atlantic in 
case the clash comes. 

From whatever point of view consid- 
ered, the policy of more fighting on the 
part of Spain promise nothing but more 
Spanish misfortune. Navy officers 
think this view must prevail with the 
Spanish government, and believe an 
end of the war on the basis of Cuban 
.independence is to follow soon, and 
that, too, without further notable oppor- 
tunity for the American navy to prove 
its power and distinguish itself.

struck the keynote of the expected re- 
sult of the cannonading at Manila to- 
day, when he said that it was likely 
to have a tremendous effect not only in 
Spain, but throughout Europe. He ex- 
pressed the belief that it would turn 
the tide of European sentiment toward 
the United States. : 

In official circles it is regarded as al- 
most certain that trouble of a most crit- 
ical kind will confront the Sagasta gcev- 
ernment within Spain’s own borders. It 
is predicted that the Spanish people 
have been led to believe that their navy 
was invincible, and the bitter disap- 
pointment that will come over the re- 
sult of the first engagement of the war 
is likely to precipitate internal dissen- 
sion, if not a revolution. 

Another result of Admiral Dewey’s 
victory, it is thought, may be action on 
the part of the’ powers of Europe to 
induce Spain to abandon what is re- 
garded as a hopeless contest for her. 
Representations may be made to Spain 


hold ypon Cuba than to risk losing all 
of her West Indian possessions and the 
Philippines as well. 

It is not unlikely that the represen- 
tation will indicate that, since Spain’s 
honor has been satisfied by a conflict, 
Spain can now yield to the inevitable 
and accept the good offices of the pow- 
ers to bring an adjustment. 

In the dispatches from Madrid the 
statement was made that Admiral 
Dewey effected a landing on the west 
side of Manila Bay for the men of his 
fleet who were wounded in the engage- 
ment. It was suggested in official cir- 
cles that this landing had a two-fold 
purpose.

wounded might have the better care 
than they could receive on shipboard, 
in the face of other probable engage- 
ments, but also to carry out what was 
known to.be Admiral Dewey's purpose 
to effect a junction with the insurgents 
as soon as possible. 

The insurgent forces practically sur- 
rounded Manila on both sides of the 
city, and with the intention of secur- 
ing control of Manila as soon as pos+ 
sible, Admiral Dewey was to obtain a 
footing on the island at the earliest 
practicable moment. 

As soon as the junction of the 
American and insurgent forces, the one 
on sea and the other on the land, is 
effécted, a demand is likely to be made 
for the surrender of the city, and, in 
the event of refusal, a combined attack 
would be made on it. The result of 
such an attack, in the absence of a 
Spanish fleet and effective shore bat- 
teries, seems a foregone conclusion. 

No news of a definite character is 
given concerning the loss sustained by 
Admiral Dewey's squadron, and it is 
scarcely likely, in the opinion of ex- 
perts of the navy, that authentic infor- 
mation will be received until Admiral 
Dewey has opportunity to communi- 
cate officially with the department. 

It is regarded as probable that im- 
mediately after the engagement of to- 
day, Admiral Dewey sent the revenue 
cutter McCulloch back to Hongkong 
with dispatches and that the first in- 
formation from him will come from 
that point. The distance from Manila 
to Hongkong is a trifie over six hun- 
dred miles, and it will take the Mc- 
Culloch about two days to make the 
trip. 

SACRAMENTO REJOICES.

SACRAMENTO, May 1.—‘The news 
of Admiral Dewey’s victory at Ma- 
nila caused great enthusiasm here 
this evening.

BEFORE THE BATTLE, 


MANILA INVESTED ON ALL SIDES 
BY INSURGENTS. - 
Combined Land and Naval Attack 
Contemplated by Americans and 
Insurgents — Natives Ready to 
Sack the City.

HONGKONG, May 1.—Letters to the 
insurgent junta here, which were 
smuggled on board the British steamer 
Memnon at Manila, which arrived here 
yesterday from the capital of the 
Philippines, assert. that the Philippine 
insurgents are occupying all the hills 
surrounding Manila in a redius of ten 
to twenty milés,; ‘awaiting the arrival 
of the United States fleet under Cém- 
modore Dewey, which was expected oif 
Manila at any moment, when the Mem- 
non sailed. The insurgents say ‘that if 
the United States fleet blockades Ma- 
nila, they can starve the place into 
submission in abotu two weeks. 

Corrobordtion has been received of 
the report that the British residents of 
Manila expected that the British 
steamer Esmeralda, which went there 
to take on board the specie belonging 
to the Hongkong banks, would have a 
full cargo of food stuff, as usual, but 
this was not the case, and much dis- 
tress is anticipated if the insurgent 
land blockade and the United States 
sea blockade are enforced. 

According to the insurgent leaders, 
the forces of the Philippine insurgents 
propose, when the right moment ear- 
rives, to make ¢g feint attack upon the 
city of Manila, then a strong and de- 
termined attack upon the seaward 
forts. This plan, however, may be up- 
set by the Spanish awmthorities, who 
are well aware of the intentions of the 
insurgents to codperatt with the United 
States fleet. | 

Little definite information has been 
ascertained regarding the whereabouts 
of the Spanish fleet as a whole. But it 
is said by the insurgerts that warships 
of Spain are in hiding, watching out- 
side the entrance of the harbor for the 
coming of the American ships. 

The real danger appears to he from 
internal causes at Manila, where” a 
massacre of the foreign population is 
apprehended. The British Consul. FE. 
H. Rawson Walker, has cabled here 
for the dispatch to Manila immediately 
of the British first-class cruiser Edgar 
to protect British interests there. An 
idea of the tactics adopted by the Span- 
ish authorities to keep up the covrage 
of the fighting forces of Spain can he 
gethered from the fact that they have 
issued a placard stating that a Spanish 
cruised on Monday last engaged and 
sank two American warships. 

It is asserted that the Spanish cruiser 
Castilla of 3342 tons ond 4400 indicated 
horse power, recently grounded near 
the entrance of Manila Bay, and was 
efterward scuttled in shallow water. 

It is added that it is the intention of 
the Spaniards to use her as a station- 
ary battery. although some cf her guns 
have been landed and mounted on the 
fortifications at the entrance of the 
harbor, where other guns also have 
been mounted recently. 

It is generally believed here that 
Commodore Dewey has arranged with 
the Philippine insurgents to seize a 
harbor near Manila to be used as a 
base of overations for the prolonged 
siege of Manils, which is anticipated., 
unless the Amer'can commander can 
induce the Spenisch fleet to come out 
and occept a ceneral ertacement. 


FAMINE AND PILLAGE.

SHANGHAI, May 1.—D'!spatches re- 
ceived from Manila by the Shanghai 
Gazette says the capital of the Philip- 
pine Isiands is short of food and am- 
munition, and that the conditions pre- 
vailing have been made worse by the 
flocking into Manila of the Spaniards 
from the provinces. It is added that 
the natives are already looting and kill- 
ing in the provinces, Spanish women 
and children ing included in the 
victims.

THAT IS WHAT THE WASHINGTON 
AUTHORITIES SAY. 


The President and Secretary Long 
Go to Church—State, War aud 
Navy Departments as Busy as 
During Week Days. 


TED PRESS DAY* REPORT.) 


WASHINGTON, May 1.-No werd 
from Manila. This was the first an- 
swer given in all official quarters to- 
day to newsgatherers, respecting the 
intense interest in Commodore Dewey s 
fleat near the Philippine islands. Sec- 
retary Long arrived at the -White 
House shortly before 11 o'clock. He 
said he had received: no news of im- 


time. There was no significance in 
his call. as he came to take the Presi- 
dent to church. The Secretary felt 
that press dispatches would bring news 
of any action in the Philippines before 
the official report could afrive. 

As the President came from the 
White House to take the carriage, he 
saluted the small party in waiting out- 
side. His face wore a rather serious 
look. He accompanied Mr. Long to the 
latter’s church. the Universalist. 

Throughout the morning no news of 
importance was conveyed to the White 
House. The active centers at the State, 
War and Navy departments were as 
busv as on week days. Acting  Sec- 
retary Moore and Assistant Secretary 
Adee were together for some time at 
the State Department. An clal no- 
tification of neutrality had been re- 
ceived from Siam. This was regarded. 
as important. in that it completed the 
neutral attitude of all Eastern Asia, 
save China. No word came from China, 
so that it is inferred her ports are 
still open to the American fleet. 

At the Navy Department, Assistant 
Secretarv Roosevelt and most of the 
bureau officials were on hand to at- 
tend to matters of pressing importence. 
Senator Davis. chairman of the Sen- 
ate Committee on Foreign Relations, 
called during the morning, and had a 
talk with Mr. Roosevelt. The leading 
naval officials took the view that no 
reliable information was likely to be 
received as to operaitions in the Philip- 
pines for possibly a week. It was 
pointed out by an official high in au- 
thoritv that Commodore Dewey might 
not be able to strike a decisive blow 
at the outset. If the Spanish fleet 
came out and risked an engagement, 
then, it vas pointed out, decisive re- 
sults might be expected soon. But 
they might adopt the same tactics of 
the Spanish ships on the coast of 
Cuba, keepigg in shore and avoiding 
engagements. Moreover, it is said that 
Commodore Dewey has considerable 
latitude as to the course to be adopted, 
and the situation may be such that 
he will defer an emgagement until he 
has time to open communreations with 
the insurgents on the land. 

There is a possibility, aiso, that if 
the Spanish fleet does not come out 
for an engagement, the American com- 
mander may have to adopt the same 
tactics ag those of Admiral Sampson 
and blockade Manila as Havana is 
blockaded. This was the view taken 
by at least two members of § the 
strategic board. They spoke, of course, 
without positive information. All com- 
municetion ith Commodore Dewey 
has been cut off for severa] days. 

After talking with naval officials, 
Senator Davis said he did not expect 
any authentic information for a week. 
If an engagement had occurred or was 
about to occur, then the first reports 
necessarily would come from Spanish 
sources, as they controlled the cables, 
and the Senator had no doubt the re- 
ports would be colored to show a Span- 
ish victory and a corresponding Ameri- 
ean reverse. He thought the public 
should be prepared for this. The ac- 
tual results would not be made known

Hongkong, which, being 600 miles from 
Manila, would defer authentic infor- 
mation, perhaps, until the latter part 
of the week. 

The. Navy Department received of- 
ficial confirmation of the arrival of the 
battleship Oregon at Rio Janeiro. This 
was the subject of general satisfaction, 
for it means very material strength 
for Admiral Sampson's fleet within @ 
fortnight. The Oregon has been mak- 
ing about thirteen knots or about three 
hundred and twenty miles a day, and 
it is calculated that she will cover the 
3000 miles between Rio and Cuba in 
ten days. She must coal, however, be- 
fore starting northward, and this will 
take several days. Once with the 
blockading fleet; Admiral Sampson's 
first line will be of four superb battle- 
ships of practically the same strength 
and equipment. 

The new gunboat Topeka just ar- 
rived at New York is ready for service, 
with the exception of her batteries. 
These had been prepared for her, but 
the guns were turned over to the. War 
Department owing to pressing needs. 
Other guns are available, however, 
and the Topeka will be in commission 
within a few days. 

Capt. Richardson Glover called dur- 
ing the morning to say good-by to his 
naval associates before leaving to take 
command of the gunboat Bancroft at 
Hampton Roads, where she wil! arrive 
tomorrow morning. The Bancroft then 
will go to Cuba to join Admiral Samp- 
son's fleet. 

Capt. Mahan, the well-known naval 
author and strategist, is expected 
daily to assume a place on the strategy 
board. He will be a valuable acquisi- 
tion to the board. 

The strategy board was in session 
for a time today, but their discussions, 
as usual, were guarded with much se- 
crecy. It is understood that the course 
of the Spanish fleet which left Cape 
Verde on Friday is a source of much 
interest. If, as reported, the fleet is 
actually coming this way, it will be 
hailed with delight by naval authori- 
ties. What they have most feared was 
that the Spanish ships would hug the 
other side, compelling our fleets to go 
in quest of them. If they come to 
Porto Rico it will meet the best hopes 
of the naval authorities here. 

Secretary Alger’s office was opened, 
but the Secretary did not come down. 
The officials were busy stemming the 
tide of work which has accumulated 
during the rush. Adjt.-Gen. Corbin 
was at his desk, but he said there were 
no army developments. 

The published report that the State 
Department had notified the various 
embassies and legations in Washington 
that a land invasion of Cuba would 
begin._on Wednesday next is pro- 
nounced by diplomats to be a canard. 
No such notice has been given. 


CONSUL FOX RETURNS. 


He Says the Cuban Fortifications 
Are Very Poor. 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

BALTIMORE (Md.,) May 1.—Charles 
Fox, former United States Consul at 
| Santiago de Cuba, arrived at his home 
in this city today. He came on the 
British steamer Cabral, which sailed 
April 23, the day war was declared 
with Spain. On the news that war had 
been declared, every Vessel in the har- 
bor was notified to leave by 6 p.m., 
and any that remained after that time 
were liable to have their stores of pro- 
visions confiscated by the Spenish au- 
thorities. 

Speaking of the fortifications on the 
Cuban coast, he said: “I think they 
are very poor. There is something 
that they call a fort at Santiago, bui 
i‘do not think it would-exist for many 
minutes during a bombardment. As 
for Moro Castle at Havana, it is not 
all that is claimed for it. At one 
period of time many years ago it might 
have been a most formidable fort, but 
it could hardly, at this stage of war- 
fare, withstand the fire from the 
American guns. 

“As far as the Cuban army is con- 
cerned, it could hold its own for years 
in the island. The insurgents control 
the entire inland country, and ihe 
Spanish soldiers can make no headway 
whatever. Around Santiago there. are 
thousands of Cuban soldiers, and they 
are in constant communitation with 
their friends.” 

“Nearly every non-combatant is a 
sympathizer with the insurgents and 
secretly perform many favors for 
them at great risk.” 


NOB AFPTER THE EDITOR. 


His Paper Calls the Flag “a Picce 
of Painted Rag.” 
[ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT. 

FORT SCOTT (Kan.,) May 1.—George 
E. Bowman, an associate editor of the 
Appeal to Reason, a Socialist peper, 
published at Girard, and who was so- 
Cialist candidate for Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor of Rhode Island two years ago, 
has been compelled to flee from Girard 
to save his life from a mob of citizens, 
incensed at an article he wrote for the 
paper. 

While sitting in the newspaper office 
he was notified by a friend of the ap- 
proach of the mob, which had a hemp 
rope intending to hang him.

WHAT THE SIGNS MEAN. 


.Army and Navy Movements Reported 


From Key West. 
[ASSOCIATED PLESS NIGIY KEPORT.} 

NEW YORK, May 2.—While the 
squadron is cruising off the Cuban 
coast with little incident, seve capture 
of an occasional fishing smack, and the 
officers are fretting over their role in 
the peaceful blockade, progression con- 
tinues to be made for united action by 
the army and navy, says the Key 
West corresspondent of the Tribune. 

If this does not mean an early land- 
ing of Ameéricen troops at some point, 
all signs are misleading. Whether at 
Marietta, Matanzas, Caibariena is a 
minor questicn. It is now understood 
that Admiral Sampson's action in si- 
lencing the Matanzas batteries was 
not in pursuance of definite orders 
from Washington to make a breach, 
but the result has been the same. A 
breach in the Spanish coast defenses 
is made. 

Ships lying well in shore between 
Havana and Matanazs report that 
cavalry forces are increasing. The 
evidences are that the insurgents ave 
pressing them more closely. Insur- 
gents who are believed to be in Betan- 
court’s com are seen at times on 
the hills, end are in a good position to 
make an attack on the rear whenever 
the troops areyoccupied with repulsing 
marines and soldiers from the war- 
ships. All the efforts of the vessels 
of the squadron to draw the Spanish 
gunboats out from their hiding plac«s. 
in the inlets have been futile. 

The members of the hospital corps 
of the rexular army, supplement the 
work that has already been undertaken. 
The field hospital scrvice is well or- 
ganized. The presence of the aides on 
Gen. Miles’s staff. and members of the 
Sienal Corps, is a further indication 
of the vrepvaraiions for the regular 
troops to codperate with the naval 
forces. The experiment of forming 
Cuban regiments to reinforce the in- 
surgents seems likely to succeed. 


The junta in New York asked for 


300 recruits from Key West. to be men 
without families, and capable of sup- 
porting themselves. The recruiting list, 
which has been opened, is fairlg well 
filled. By the time the transport 
leaves here for Tampa the quota will 
probably bé completed. The recruits 
are for the most part of a good physi- 
cal type. Few of them, however, have 
had military training. 

The underetanding is that the United 
States will wrovide thea with arms, 
ammunition and partiat rations, and 
will land them in Cuba. where they 
will foin Gomez. They are to choose 
their own officers, who are to ,be 
Cubans. This may be a good pro- 
vision, but the military efficiency of 
these Cuban regiments will be vastly 
increased. if they have some American 
officer to drill them. 


What Gen. Shafter Said. 

JACKSONVILLE (F!a.,) May 1.—A 
special to the Times-Union and Citl- 
zen from Tampa, Fla., says that Gen. 
Shafter. who is looked upon as the 
officer who will have charge of the 
army of occupation, gave an audience 
this evening to several newspaper men. 

In the course of the conversation, the 
auestion of countersigning war corre- 
spondents’ passes was brought up. Gen. 
Shafter said that he would not assume 
command for a week or ten days, as 
he would be busy with other matters 
—_ would take up the subject in ample 

me. 

This practically setties.two very im- 
portant matters. First. Gen. Shafter 
Will command the. army in Cuba, and 
second. that the troops will not leave 
here for Cuba for ten days at least. 
The general. while he has come to no 
conclusion on the subject, will be in- 
clined to limit the number of accred- 
ited war correspondents to as small a 
number as possible. 

Four regiments of infantry from 
Chickamauga, Mobile and New Orleans 
arrived today, the First, Tenth, Twen- 
ty-second and Twenty-fourth. Seven 
trainloads made up of ninety-five cars 
have been reported from points along 
the Plant system, and will have ar- 
rived here before morning. 

The trains bring the remainder of 
the artillery and cavalry, horses, 
stores. etc. One hundred additional 
— mules came with the First Regi- 
ment.

THE FIRST BATTLE. 

The first naval battle of the war 
has been fought, and the supremacy 
of the American navy has been es- 
tablished in the Pacific by the crush- 
ing defeat of the Spanish fleet. 

Commodore Dewey, acting rear- 
admiral in command of the Asiatic 
squadron, gave battle to the Span- 
fards in Manila Bay, and several of 
his ships appear even to have en- 
tered the inner harbor in pursuit of 
the enemy. 

The work of the Americans was 
swift and effective. The finest ship in 
the Spanish squadron was sunk, and 
her captain went down with her. 
Two others were destroyed by the 
American fire, and some appear to 
have been sunk by their commanders 
to prevent them from being captured. 
No serious damage seems to have 
been done to Dewey's fleet, although 
some injury must have been sus- 
tained, and some lives lost. 

Such details'as have been received 
are from Spanish official sources, and 
{t is reasonable to assume that’ the 
damage to Spanish ships has - not 
Deen overstated, nor the injury to the 
Americans underestimated. 3 

The unusual frankness of Spanish 
reports of the engagement indicates 
that the government is breaking bad 
news to its people as gently as possi- 
ble, and preparing the publie mind 
for information of an overwhelming 
disaster. 

All the facts are not likely to be 
known until Commodore Dewey's offi- 
cial report arrives, via Hongkong. 

It is believed in London and Wash- 
ington that this battle practically 
ends the war, and that Spain will be 
glad to take the advice of the pow- 
ers, retire from the _ contest with 
“honor” satisfied, and save what she 
can out of the wreck of her colonial 
possessions.

' WO MORE RETAIL DOCKS. 

The United States has built, at one 
time or another, since the close of the 
revolution, no less than 136 docks 
and slips of one size or another, but 
wnly two of them are in anywise 
adapted to the dockage and overhaul- 
ing of the modern armored cruiser, 
not to say battleship. One of these 
is at Port Orchard in the new State 
of Washington, and fully complies 
with all the demands of modern naval 
architecture. The other is at Port 
Royal, _ South Carolina, which is a 
sate and capacious, but shallow, har- 
bor; and while it may not be suffi- 
cient to carry a first-class battle- 
ship, it is certainly large enough and 
strong enough for any of the cruis- 
ers. The fault of the Port Royal dock 
lies in the fact that its approaches 


are bad, and that a-large vessel can} 


only reach it during the “spring 


tides,” which occur but twice a 
month. Is not that a nice condition 
of things? 


The necessity for large dry docks, 
built on deep harbors and accessible 
whenever occasion demands, grows 
out of the fact that the iron warship 
has wholly superseded the~ wooden 
one. A wooden ship, with her bottom 
properly sheathed in coppor or Muntz 
metal, will go ten months without 
becoming so fouled as to require 
docking, but an iron ship begins to 
foul at the expiration of six weeks. 
Such being the case, it can readily 
be seen how a ship that makes six- 
teen knots on her engineer’s : trial 
trip, has all she can do to develop 
twelve knots after she has been six 
months in the water. No paint has 
ever yet been devised that will pre- 
vent the accumulation of parasites 
on the bottom of iron. ships, al- 
though the British admiralty has a 
standing offer of £1000 for such an 
invention. 


It is all well enough for people to 
say that the graving-dock at Halifax, 
N. S., is always open to American ves- 
sels, and that a ship like the Oregon 
or Massachusetts can save the ex- 
pense of a voyage from New York 
to Port Orchard by going to Halifax 
for a week's cleaning. We ought to 
have the docks ourselves, right on 
American soil; and if suitable foun- 
dations cannot be had in the pres- 
ent navy yards, a board of naval and 
military engineers should be organ- 
ized at once to locate docks and 
establish new navy yards at the 
proper places. 


The neutrality laws of nations de- 
mand observance by belligerents, and 
the docks at Halifax, of course, were 


closed to both nations as soon as 
Spain declared war against the 
United States. This’ leaves our bat- 
tleships with no place.in Atlantic 
waters to dock for cleaning pur- 
poses, and virtually reduces their 
speed 25 per cent., which gives the 


ships of the enemy 
are at no similar 
docking  facilities,) 
vantage over ours. 
dry docks are just 
first-class battleships. 


It is about time that Congress Le- 
gan to look at this matter in its true 
light. The fact that we have two dry 
docks in San Francisco Harbor and 
neither of them strong enough to 
hold a battleship, shows how far we 
are behind the times in a general 
way. The steel floating dock, »uilt in 
England for use in Havana Harbor, 
can be built in one-fourth the time 
required for building the stone docks 
of the pattern erected at Port Or- 
chard; and it might not be a bad 
idea to build a couple of them to be 
located in Atlantic waters right away. 
We have been moving rapidly enough 
since 1887, in the building of a mod- 
ern navy, but we seem to have been 
singularly remiss in possessing ovr- 
selves of its indispensable auxili 
ies.

RAW RECRUITING. 


“ROBBING THE CRADLE AND THE 
GRAVE”? ECLIPSED IN TOTO. 


There Are Not 200,000 Spanish Sol. 
diers in Ouba, and Why—The 
living Duplicated on the Rolls 
and the Dread Not Reported. 
Wholesale Frauds by Spanish 
Officers, 


[SPECIAL CORRESPONDENCE OF THE TIMES.) 

WASHINGTON, April 26.—There are 
not 200,000 Spanish soldiers in Cuba. 
A scandal has developed in connection 
with the enlistment of recruits for the 
Spanish army in Cuba. The govern- 
ment has no record of the mien killed 
in battle or who have died in hospitals. 
They are still borne on the roll and 
their salaries are paid to a clique of 
officers, who have conspired to defraud 
the Spanish treasury. Authority for 
these charges is Capt. Jorge Nelceney. 


At the close of the conflict between. 


Greece ‘and Turkey, Capt. Nelceney 
went to Madrid and came in close touch 
with military circles there. When hos- 
tilities between America and Spain 
were threatened, he offered his services 
to the War Department. Yesterday he 
acquainted the authorities with the 
methods employed in recruiting the 
Spanish army in Cuba. When the 
Spanish government issued a procla- 
mation calling for 200,000 volunteers for 
service in Cuba, it opened an institu- 
tion called the “‘Caja de Reclutas,”’ or 
“the recruiting office.” At the head of 
this office was Maj. Pacheco, son of 
Gen. Pacheco. He was under direct 
orders of Marquez de Rivera, captain- 
general of Madrid, who signed all the 
enlistment papers and pay vouchers. 
The government needed the volunteers 
and each recruit was to receive 150 
pesetas. The recruiting office made ar- 
rangements with a private agency to 
furnish Afie men: The main feature of 
this deal was that 90,000 men were to 
be recruited and by a system of dupli- 
cation be made to fill the call for 200,- 
000, the consprrators pocketing the 
premium of 150 pesetas for 110,000 re- 
cruits who were never enlisted though 
they were duly enrolled. Of this 90,- 
000 who were actually enlisted, 60,000 
were men above the age limit, criminals 
taken from the jails, and men who were 
kidnaped in the streets. Another fea- 
ture of the conspiracy is that only a 
smail percentage of dead soldiers are 
reported. They are maintained on the 
pay rolls. This is not done for the 
purpose of misleading the public as to 
the success of the Spanish arms. The 
real reason is to enable the conspira- 
tors to absorb the salaries of the dead 
men. The names of the victims are 
continued on the pay roll and their 
salaries go to the “gang.” The fact 
of the fraudulent enlistments became 
known in Madrid, but Capt.-Gen. Rivera 
instead of being prosecuted for mal- 
feasance in office, was transferred to 
the Philippine Islands, where he now 
holds the post of captain-general. Maj, 
Pacheco was promoted to be the ad- 
jutant of Gen. Rivera. The recruiting 
agents were imprisoned for five days. 
Capt. Nelceney has made a calculation 
for the War Department that the num- 
ber of Spanish regulars in Cuba fit for 
service is not above 40,000. 


GUATEMALAN ENTERPRISES. 


Barrios’s Railroad for Sale at Half 
Price. .

WASHINGTON, April 25.—The Amer- 
ican Consul-General to Guatemala has 
sent to the State Department the fol- 
lowing report on railway and steamship 
enterprises in Guatemala: 

“On the 23d ult. the National Assem- 
bly of this republic formally empowered 
President Cabrera to sell or lease the 
Northern Railroad of Guatemala, cor to 
make such contracts as will insure its 
completion in the shortest time possible 
and be most advanatgeous to the na- 


tion. 

“This step is of the greatest impor- 
tance to the export trade of the United 
States. This railroad is now completed 
from Puerto Barrios, on the Gulf of 
Honduras, to El Rancho San Augus- 
tine, a distance of about 1383 miles, and 
the surveyed line from that point to 
this capital is about fifty-six miles. 
While the construction will be difficult 
for this distance, it is entirely practical, 
ami the road can be built in two years. 
The engineers have estimated the cost 
at about $2,500,000 gold. 

“This road was projected by Presi- 
dent Barrios, and it has been the ambi- 
tion of his successors to complete it 
as a national enterprise. Foreign syn- 
dicates have often endeavored to buy 
or lease it, but until now it has been 
impossible. The reason for the change 
of sentiment is that the financial con- 
dition of the country does not warrant 
the appropriation of the public funds 
for its construction. | 

“When completed, the bulk of the 
exper. and imports will be carried over 
this line. Puerto Barrios is about eight 
hundred miles from New Orleans, and 
the heavy sea freights which American 


will be much reduced. American mer- 
chants can travel comfortably and 
quickly to this mafket, and our trade 
will greatly increase. 

“The value of this railroad as an in- 
vestment is well ‘understood by foreign 
capitalists, and I believe there is not 
the slightest doubt of its completion 
within three years. It would be well 
for Americans who desire to place 
money in foreign enterprises to inves- 
tigate this railroad. A valuable conces- 
sion can be had, and the completed road 
purchased for less than half its origi- 
nal cost, 

“The Pacific Steam Navigation Com- 
pany, an Engjish corporation, and the 
Chilean Compania Sud America de Va- 
pores have for some time been jointly 
endeavoring to increase their Pacific 
Coast trade, and, as a result of their 
negotiations, the National Assembly on 
March 26 authorized the President of 
this republic to enter into a contract 
with these steamship lines to carry the 
mails between the ports of Valparaiso, 
Chile, and Ocos, Guatemala, giving 
them a subsidy of $15,000 per year, that 
sum to be increased to $30,000 per year 
when the steamers shall run to San 
Francisco. Boats must stop at least 
once a week at Guatemalan ports, and 
the tariff of transportation is to be fixed 
before the signing of the contract. This 
will interfere with the interests of the 
-Pacific Mail Steamship Company, an 
American enterprise, which has long 
controlled the Pacific Coast trade.”

“Tll wait a week or ten days—if we're 
sure to be in a fight,”” says another of 
the group. “Are you sure we're going 
to see a part of the fun, captain?’

There is a large percentage of un- 
easy and dissatisfied men among the 
| recruits, men whg are fearful that they 
may not get. their full measure of the 
joy of battle, © ey grumble discon- 
solately to one another and wish they 
were in the navy, or go to the officers 
like troubled children and beg for en- 
couragement. 

Some of them take comfort in stand- 
ing next to the officers, who are per- 
suading the doubtful newcomers to en- 
list. Here they drink in the cheerful 
words and turn away in better heart. 

Men realize that these days are his- 
toric, and many may be seen idling in 
the recruiting stations watching the 
faces of the recruits for signs of emo- 
tion. The recruits, however, are not 
apparently enthusiastic, but very timid, 
indeed. This is the rule, but there are 
exceptions. 

The average recruit approaches the 
officer’s desk stands uncertainly 
until he is asked what he wants. He 
states his desire and is questioned 
about his physical and mental condi- 
tion. Geven chances out of nine his 
friends wi'l come up about this time 
and leer at him or poke him in the 
ribs. At this he grins painfully. The 
man at the desk sends him ‘round to 
the svrgeon, who gives him a hasty 
examination and passes upon his physi- 
cal condition.

“The Boss Bully” 
set the young men wild with enthu- 
siasm and sent many @ one of them in- 
side to be drafted. “The Boss Bully” 
certainly makes a beautiful and in-

The owners of the triangle are as 
strictly confined to their boundary line 
underneath the surfaec as they are by 
the surface boundary bine of the claim. 
They have no right to take gold-bear- 
ing earth from an adjoining claim, 
+whether purposely or ignorantly. There 
would be no sense in making and re- 
cording claims if every one was at lib- 
erty to work at random, regardless of 
boundaries, or the rights of other work- 
ers. And the Supreme Court of Cali- 
fornia has decided that when two min- 
ing claims adjoin each other, amd the 
owners of one claim work across the 
dividing line and take away gold bear- 
ing earth from the other claim, the fact 
that they did so in ignorance of the 
location of the dividing line is no ex- 
cuse or justification, and evidence of 
such ignorance cannot be received for 
an exouse of the trespassor in mitiga- 
tion of damages. 


.E. E. C. writes: There were,four of 
us. who formed a ce-partnership; but 
articles of corporation were: Mmever re- 
corded or published. Two of the firm 
were previously doing business as a 
firm, and had a contract issued to, them 
which they turned over to the new 
firm. The new firm assigned before 
completing it. One of the old firm 
sued the party to whom they assigned 
for an accounting, was beaten and 2 
judgment was given defendant against 
him, and also against the firm nearly 
two years ago. Now the y holdin 
the judgment attaches t —— oO 
the party forming the partnership of 
four, and the only notification he has 
of it was when he went to get his 
monthly salary to find it attached. 
Can he hold this y for the judg-. 
ment, and can he take his entire salary 
every month until judgment is satis- 
fied, he being a. single man, and if he 
were to marry now would that stop 
power of party to attach his wages? 
The exemption statutes of California 
do not recognize the right of a bache- 
lor or single man to live at all, and 
allow him nothing to live on. A cred- 
itor may take all his earnings if he can 
catch them to levy upon. A ‘married 
man is allowed a limited exemption of 
wages. So that the judgment creditor 
has the right under the statute to 
starve his bachelor debtor to death if 
he can do so by wholly cutting off his 
salary. If he were to marry, he could 
claim wages exemption for the future. 


J. M. H. wants to know: Will you 
kindly give me your advice o what 
it would be best to do under these cir- 
cumstances: 

I have a small farm on which I grow 
fruits and vegetables for market. The 
man on the place adjoining mine keeps 
hens, and he lets them loose, and they 
come over to my*place and destroy my 
fruit and scratch things out. hat 
can I do to stop them, as he only 
laughs and insults me when I complain. 
I am afraid to sue him for damages, as 
he is a-rich man and I am poor, and if 
he appealed to the higher courts 1 
could not follow it up. Is there any 
way to stop it? Can I shoot them, or 
poison them, or can I catch them and 
hold them, or sell them unless he pays 
for the damages they have done, Is 
it my duty to fence my place so that 
his hens cannot get in, or is it his duty 
to fence his place so as to keep his 
hens at home? Could I get an injunc- 
tion to stop them? 

I regret to say that the statutes of 
California do not provide for impound- 
ing trespassing hens as they do for im- 
pounding cattle. . 

And the English rule that one must 
keep his stock at home has been ex- 
pressly repudiated in California. 

I suppose you must fix your fence 
so that the hens cannot get through; 
and you have a right to clip their 
wings if necessary to prevent them 
flying over. But you cannot enjoin 
their incursions; nor shoot or poison 
them. 

A subscriber says: “In your state- 
ment of law decisions noted in The 
Times you say in reply to a question 
sent you that all property acquired by 
husband and. wife during marriage is 
separate property. I had supposed such 
property was community property. 
Please state what community property 
is, and what separate property of hus- 
band and wife is, and in whom is the 
fee in each class of property, and who 
must give title by deed or will to it? 

Where a husband and wife join in a 
note and mortgage, is a deficiency 
judgment rende against the wife on 
foreclosure, end is her property of 
every nature liable for this payment” 
of the debt, the mortgage upon 
the community or separate property of 
one of them? 

All property acquired after marriage 
by either husband or wife, except such 
as is acquired by gift, bequest, devise 
or descent. is community property. The 
statement wou refer to was a slip of 
the pen or type. I cannot now deter- 
mine which. 

Separate property of husband or wife 
is that which is held both in its use 
and im its title for the exclusive benefit 
of the spouse holding it. The entire 
community property cannot be disposed 
of by will. (8 Cal., 507.) 

The title to cOmmunity property is 
in the husband, and he can dispose of 
‘it absolutely as if it were his own 
separate property. He may mortgage 
it without the consent cf his wife, al- 
though the deed was taken in the 
wife’s name. (85 Cal., 280.) 

If the husband and wife by their 
joint labor acquire personal property 
in one State and by the laws of such 
State the same is the property of the 
husband, and they then remove to an- 
other State, carrying the property with 
them, it remains the separate property 
of che husband even if the statutes of 
the State in which they removed make 
it common property; and if it is after- 


wards converted into land, the land 
the of the husband 
(62 302.)

No action 
can be maintained upon ft notwith- 
standing your absence in California. 


W. R. J. says: I own a vacant lot 
and adjoining it is a lot with a house 
upon it. I recently purchased this 
vacant lot and find that the water pipe 
running to improved lot (or house 
thereon) is carried on my lot some 
sixty feet, and has been there over five 
years. No record of any right-of-way 
appears. The pipe was put there ap- 
parently because it would be less ex- 
pensive and less trouble than to go 
through improved property. 

Can I lawfully remove said pipe from 
my lot? 

As to the original placing of the 
pipes where they are on your lot, there 
may have been a license given by the 
owner of whom you purchased. But 
this license can be revoked by you on 
proper notice. If such notice is dis- 
regarded you may remove the pipes, 
doing them as little injury as possible. 
Against an unrecorded incumbrance 
the law will protect your possession, 
you being a purchaser for value with- 
out notice. 


A. G. proposes the following: A has 
a lot descending from the street. B 
has a lot on the descent next below 
A’s lot, so that all the storm water from 
A’s lot runs down over B’s lot. Can B 
stop the flow of A’s storm water, and 
oblige A to get his storm water into a 
street ditch at his (A’s) own expense; 
or must B be damaged by said flow be- 
cause it is a natural one? In other 
words, would the law governing reg- 
ular streams, brooks, rivers, etc., apply 
to storm water on city. lots? 

City lots are governed by the same 
rules which apply to adjoining farms. 
If B’s lot is injured by surface water 
in a natural flow, he must protect him- 
self; and in doing so0 cannot legally 
throw the water back on the upper lot. 
If, however, the flow of surface water 
is not-a ‘natural one; if A has done 
anything in the way of improvement, 
or otherwise, which has the effect*of in- 
creasing the flow from his lot upon B’s 
lot, he is liable to the extent of such 
damage; which it is his duty to pre- 
vent by whatever means are available. 
cases the rule strictly applies 
that one must so use his property as 
not to injure the property of another. 


A. D. R. asks: At what time is it 
required to record a building contract? 
If recorded when the building is in 
course of erection, would the instru- 
ment have legal effect for the purpose 
of settlement between the owner and 
contractor? 

The statute requires that the record- 
ing shall be done before the work is 
commenced. But probably the courts 
will hold that language to be directory 
to such an extent that if the record is 
made before the work has been ad- 
vanced far towards completion, and be- 
fore any controversy has arisen, it 
would be sustained. But in this mat- 
ter much would depend on the discre- 
tion of the courts. The maxim, how- 
ever, may apply “better late than 
never;” and better record while the 
building is under way, than to omit it 
altogether, especially as the cost is but.

HUGH WALLACE. 


Hugh Wallace, who died at an early 
hour on Sunday morning, May 1, 1898, 
at his residence in this city, was born 
in Paisley, Scotland, in the year 184, 
and educated in that city. He subse- 
quently became a printer and pursued 
his calling in Edinburgh and. London. 
In the latter city he was employed for 
about three years as printer and readér 
in'a large publishing house. He then 
removed to Canada, and was for a con- 
siderable time business manager of the 
Toronto Globe under the late George 
Brown, in his time one of the foremost 
men and editors of the Dominion. Mr: 
Wallace also conducted other business 
enterprises during a portion of his resi- 
dence in Toronto. , 

In 1879 he was married in Detroit to 
Miss Sinclair, also a native of Scotiand. 
She survives her husband, and they are 
the parents of four children, two of 
whom, Hugh and George, hgndsome 
boys, are living. . 

After their marriage, Mr. Wallace and 
his wife removed from Canada to Chi- 
cago; there he entered the cmploy of 
5S. Rounds, the once-noted' type 


founder. Subsequently he was manager — 


for Farmer, Little & Co., type found- 
ers; later he was for several years with 
Marder, Luse & Co., and at one time 
with Barnhart Bros & Spindler, in the 
same line of business. About 1881 or 1882 
he was sent by Mr. ‘Marder to San 


| Francisco to take charge of the firm's 
in that city, which had-fallen 


into a state demanding an expert's at- 
tention. After he had reorganized.the 
business and set it running again satis- 
factorily, Mr. Wallace was recalled to 
the main house in Chicago, and trav- 
eled for it during a considerable period. 
In September, 1892, he came to Los 
Angeles under an engagement with this 
office, and for nearly six years, up to 
the day of his death, had full charge, 
as superintendent, of the Times-Mirror 
Printing House. He possessed, during 
the entire time, the unlimited wonfidence 
and personal good will of his em- 
ployers. He was in fact, a man of igh 
personal honor and proved honesty; his 
integrity was like granite. He was a 
fast friend, a’charitable citizen, a kind 
neighbor and a good citizen. He was'a 
writer, upon occasion, of strong and 
correct English, a master in the print- 
ing craft, and had a ripe knowledge of 
printing types and presses, and. the 
making of newspapers and books. He 
was thorough and accomplished in ev- 
erything he undertook, and faithful to 
every trust. 
_ His employers and associates in lfe, 
who knew him so well, will shed tears 
of genuine grief over his bier, to keep 
forever green the turf upon his hon- 
ored grave,

CURIOUS FACTS ABOUT HOW AND WHY 
PEOPLE DIE. 


By a Spectal Contributor. 


HAVE been studying a book with 
|: dark blue cover, fresh from the 

presses of Her Majesty's printer, a 
book that deals with one of the most 
fascinating of all subjects, death. 
This book contains no moralizing and 
no theories, it"does not teach you how 
to die. nor advise you how to live; it 
sticks closely to its business of pre- 
senting facts, of showing you how peo- 
ple have been dying in London and 
England of recent years -to be more 
precise, in the years 1890, 1891 and 1892, 
Perhaps never since men began to 
compile mortality statistics Was such 
a mass of information about dying 
brought together between covers, Much 
of it is hard reading, for there are 
tables without, end, and pages of per- 
centage worked out neatly to the third 
decimal place; but, if you dig through 
this unattractive husk, you come to @ 
kerne] of real things, plain conclusiong 
that are of the utmost consequence, 
matters, in short. of life and death im- 

ortance to us all. 
. In this book the dead are classified 
according to ages,. occupations, dis- 
eases, districts, etc., until there is not 
the poorest chimneysweep nor loftiest 
cabinet minister who may not find, if 
he looks carefully, some precise state- 
ments as to how and why, and when 
he is apt to die. And it is easy to see 
that these death discoveries made in 
London and England must apply in the 
main to other capitals and other coun- 
tries, where similar conditions exist, 
It is likely, for instance, that people 
are dying in New York very much as 
they died here in London seven years 
aco. T should not omit to state that all 
conclusions in these pages are based 
upon the deaths of men, for it appears 
that women make trouble even in mor- 
tality statistics. 
REGULAR OCCUPATION LENGTH- 

ftw ENS LIFE. 

One of the first tables shows. that 
men who have some regular occupa- 
tian may face death more serenely 
those Who have none.—-This—is 
especially true between the ages of 20 
and 35. when the death rate for “un- 
occupied males” is from three to six 
times greater than for those with oc- 
cupation, six times greater at 20 and 
three times greater at 35. It must be 
borne in mind. however, that among 
the unoccupied are included not only 
persons retired from business, or liv- 
ing on private means, but lunatics and 


quite appaling. It {s plain that neither 
holtel-keepers nor their servants have 
anything to hope for from mortality 
statistics. Not only do they head the 
death-rate list in phthtsis and alcohol- 
ism, but they*hold the same unenvia- 
ble position for influenza, gout, rhey- 
matic fever, pneumonia, diseases of 
the liver, diseases of the digestive or- 
gans, and finally they show the high- 
est mortality in fieures ror diseases of 


all sorts. “The mortality among pub- 
licans in London,” remarks the sta- 
tistician, “is nearly double that of 


all occupied males taken as a standard. 
They die nearly ten times as fast from 
alcoholism, five and one-half times as 
fast from gout, three and one-half 
times as fast from diabetes, three and 
three-quarter times as fast from dis- 
eases of the liver, and more than twice 
as fast from phthisis, rheumatic fever 
and suicide.” There is food for reflec- 
tion, I take it, in these figures. 
CLERGYMEN LIVE LONGEST. 
At the lower end of the table of 
phthisis, the favorable end, are found 
clergymen, who seem to get part of 
their reward for right living in the 
form of fortified health. Not only in 
phthisis, but in pneumonia and other 
diseases of the respiratory organs they 
enjoy a degree of immunity shared by 
ne other class. Next to clergymen in 
power of resisting these diseases come 
farmers and schoolmasters. Physicians 
are better fortified than ordinary men 
against diseases of the lungs, and in 
this they resemble coal miners, railroad 
men and hosiery manufacturers. On 
the other hand, phthisis and pneumo- 
nia work nearly twice their average 
havoc among general laborers in the 
industrial districts and among tin min- 
ers and copper miners, the suscepti- 
bility of copper miners here being the 
more remarkable that they have the 
best place in several other lists, not- 
ably those.of influenza, diabetes, alco- 
holism and diseases of the nervous sus- 
tem. To be a copper miner, then, is 
to have an excellent chance of long 
life, unless something goes wrong with 
the lungs. And perhaps this also may 
be fairly deduced, that for one born 
with tendeney to lung trouble, the 
choice of occupations should lie be- 
tween preaching, tilling the soil, man- 
ufacturing hosiery and coal mining. 
Looking over other lists I find that 
chimney sweeps have nearly four 
times the tendency of ordinary men to 
contract cancer. that eeneral laborers 
are the most fortunate in escaping 
gout: lead workers and file makers die 
about three times oftener than the or- 


prisoners. The tables show that this 
excessive death rate among the unoc- | 
cupied is due mainly to diseases of the 
nervous system and to phthisis, the) 
death rate from the former being | 
seven times and from the latter er 
three times higher than for men. wit 
occupation 

We next are shown the advantage of | 
living in agricultural districts away. 
from large cities. Comparing the death 
rate of “occupied males” (whom we 
shall consider exclusively from this, 
point on) we find that the mortality in | 
London, taking the period in life from 
°% to 65, is 20 per cent. above the aver-", 
age, while in the agricultural districts 
{t is 28 per cent. below the average. 
And still less favorable is the lot of 
those who live in the industrial regions, 
the great manufacturing centers Ifke 
Sheffield and Birmingham, since for 


them the death rate rises to 31 per 
cent. above the average. The chie! 
causes of these higher death rates, 


both in London and in the industrial 
districts, are phthisis and diseases of 
the repiratory system. It is worthy of 
note that in London three times as 
many deaths result from gout as in 
either the agricultural or industrial 
districts. And the mortality from also- 
helism in the agricultural districis is 
only about one-third of what it is in 
the other two. 

ENGLAND'S FIVE LEADING DIS- 

EASES. 

Statistics are given of twenty-four 
diseases or causes of death and five 
of these, viz., phthisis, diseases of the 
nefvous system, diseases of the circu- 
latory system, bronchitis and pneumo- 
nia, cause more than half of the entire 
mortality. Cancer kills more than in- 


fluenza, while suicide is directly re- 
sponsible for more deaths than alco- 
holism. It is, however, expressly 


pointed out that aleoholism contributes 
to many deaths that are put down to 
other causes. “In certifying the cause 
of death of inebriates it is the habit 
of some medical men to state only the 
pathological condwtion of the organ or 
ergans chiefly affected. The experi- 
ence of this office shows that cirrhosis 
of the liver, for instance (the liver is 
the organ which more than any other 
is affected prejudicially by intemper- 
ance,) is frequently returned as the 
sole cause of death in such circum- 
stances, the fact that abuse of alcohol 
had induced the cirrhosis, or other mor- 
mid condition, being omitted from the 
certificate.” There is a special table 
given for alcoholism, showing com- 
parative mortality figures, and social 
philosophers will shake their heads 
wisely when they see, at the very head 
of the list, the keepers of inns and 
hotels, their servants and the whole 
tribe of brewers and distillers. Men 
of these classes, ‘that is. the dispen- 
sers of alcohol, die of its effects from 
three to ten times faster than the aver- 
age of “occupied males,” three times 
faster for the brewer, ten times faster 
for the London hotel servant. On the 
other hand, the mortality from alco- 


holism among agricultural laborers, 
railway men, iron and tin and coal 
miners, clergymen, fishermen and 


others is far helow the average, only 
ene-third or one-fourth of it. while 
in the gase of soap manufacturers, lead 
workers, copper miners, and carpet 
manufacturers, no deaths whatever are 
recorded from alcoholism. It would be 
of interest to know if there is some 
subtle relation between soap-making 


and total abstinence. 
PUZZLES IN SUICIDE. 


T found the suicide statistics ful! of 
similar unexplainable conclusions, 
Why, for instance, should zinc workers 
be five times as ready to kill them- 
selves as ordinary “occupied males.” 
whereas watchmakers are only twice 
@s ready; copper workers only one- 
third as ready, while hotel servants 
in the industrial districts, copper min- 
ers and tin miners apparentiy ne-er 
kill themselves at all? The normal 
average requires that there 


suicide in every 100 deaths, but in-keep- | 
ers, teachers, artists, musicians, hair- | 


dressers and commercial travelers kill 
themselves much oftener than this, 
while boiler-makers, bricklayers, cler- 
gzymen and coal miners keep their self. 
destruction well below the average. 
Farmers, gardeners, eta, in the mat- 
ter of suicide, are above the average, 
while their servants are below it. 
Physicians kill themselves three times 
as often as ordinary men, and in that 
difficult period of their lives between

These facts and hundreds like 
them come forth Serenely from the 
figures and statistics, let who will ac- 
ccunt for them. 
THE DANGERS OF SPECIAL CALL- 
INGS.

The tendency to the commission 
of suicide has notably increased among 
medical men since the earlier period.” 
There surely is something for the so- 
to ponder. 
Next we find that the mortality 

of school teachers is one-third 
the average for otther occupations, “At 
ages under 35 it is below even that of 
clergymen, but at ages from 35 to 55 
years, school teachers die more rapidly 
than do the clergy. In common with 
other professional men schoolmasters 
and teachers suffer much more severely 
from diseases of the heart than they do 
from diseases of the respiratory system, 


‘but, whereas among the other profes- 


sione it is heart disease which is numer- 
ically the most prevalent cause of 
death, €mong schoolmasters pPhthisis is 
rather more fatal than heart disease.”’ 

Of artists, engravers, architects, etc., 
he says: “The comparative mortality 
figure in this group’ is considerably 
lower than the average. From alco- 
holism the mortality figure of artists, 
etc., is below the average, although 
they suffer more severely than the 
average from diseases of the liver. 
They die more than twice as fast as do 
occupied males (in the azzregate) from 
diabetes, but more slowly from phthisis 
and also more slowly from diseases of 
the circulatory and respiratory sys- 
tems.” 

THE VICTIMS OF ALCOHOLISM. 


Our friend, the statistician, has a 
poor idea of musicians, whom he finds 
“sadly addicted to intemperance.” They 
die more than twice as rapidly as or- 
dinary men from alcoholism, Learly 
twice as rapidly from phtnisis, and 
very much more rapidly from nervous 
diseases, liver diseases and suicide. 

Commercial travelers show a high 
morality, considering the large amount 
of time they spend in the open air. Al- 
coholism and liver disease are the chief 


causes of this heightened death rate, 
whic increases as they pass middle 
ife “Commercial travelers die from 


diabetes almost as fast again as the 
average, and from cancer faster than 
the average by 43 per cent.: they also 
suffer exceptionally from Bright's @is- 
ease, Their mortality from phthisis and 
from diseases of the respiratory system 
is, however, below the average.” 

So the record goes on over many 
pages with considerations in detail of 
not less than 1000 different occupations. 
Of those engaged in agriculture, it inay 
be said that their death rate is far 
below the others. To all diseases. save 
one--influenza—they show less liability 
And there is nwo 
foundation in statistics for the theorv 
that there is an excess of suicide among 
dwellers on farms. On the contrar?v¥, 
figures show 30 per cent. fewer suicides 
for the whole agricultural class than 
the average would call for. 

Of the shop-keeping class, which has 
_& loW mortality in the aggregate, it 
may be noted that druggists die ‘four 
and one-half times as fast from zout 


| as other | men, that tobacconists die 
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twice as fast from diabetes, that pub- 
lishers, stationers, etc., die three times 
as fast from gout, that ‘grocers are «x- 
ceptionally free from accident, that 
fish mongers succumb in large numbers 
to alcoholism, and that milk sellers die 
in great excess from gout, cancer and 


suicide. 

MORTALITY IN DIFFERENT 
TRADES. 

Passing on rapidly we find’ that 


printers die in excess from phthisis and 
nervous diseases, that clock-makers 
suffer severely from rheumatic fever, 
while having exceptionally sound lungs 
and hearts; that saddlers and harness- 
makers show a mortality greatly in ex- 
cess from phthisis; that the mortality 
of butchers is remarkably low up to 
25, but rather high in subsequent years: 
that hatters suffer less than the aver- 
age from influenza, but show a high 
mortality from phthisis and alcoholism; 
that intemperance is decreasing among 
tailors and suicide among shoemn‘.kers, 
that hairdressers are more subject to 
heart disease and less subject to lung 
trouble than ordinary men, and that 
blacksmiths die from accidents only 
about half as often as their fellows. 

Among many other tables are two im- 
portant ones, showing the effects in 
mortality statistics of breathing feul 
air and of breathing dust-laden air. The 
conclusions are that coal dust and the 
dust of such woeds as are used by car- 
penters and joiners are much less inju- 
rious than the dust of métals and stone, 
while flour dust and the dust of tex- 
tile fabrics come between the two in 
point of harmfulness. As to the breath- 
ing of foul air, it stands demonatrated 
that in occupations where this is in- 
evitable, as in printing and shoemak- 
ing, the mortality figures from pulmo- 
nary disease are materially increased. 

Altogether this blue book, “presented 
to both houses of Paliament »y com- 
mand of Her Majesty,” presents many 
curious and important facts which 
might doubtless be ‘nade th» text of 
many sermons could one but grasp 
their full significance. T am still think- 
ing of those fortunate soap marvfac- 
turers, who escape 89 many things, and 
of the poor chimney sweep, who seems 
fated to die of cancer. 

CLEVELAND MOFFETT. 
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The spoliation of Italian palaces has 
become a regular branch of business 
with architects and decorators, accord- 
ing to the Art Interchange. Stanford 
White has a representative in Flor- 
ence who devotes his time to looking 
up palaces whose contents are avail- 
able for his use. A nufmber of carved 
and painted ceilings, doorways, man- 
tels, etc., have been sent over for the 
adornment of W. ‘°C. Whitney’s new 
house, and many others are on their 
way. The ceilings are taken down in 
sections, generally in quarters, and the 
molding and ornaments marked, so 
they can be put in place in the same 
order. The Italian nobles are well 
posted as to the value of their treas- 
ures, and considerable barganing is re- 
quired to secure them. Furthermore, 
the woodwork torn out of the palaces 
must be reported.to the Italian govern- 
ment, and a duty.paid for its removal, 
the same as with pictures by old mas- 
ters. Even the Italian gardens are be- 
ing rifled, and A. C. Platt, the artistic 
garden builder, is sending over ship- 
loads of garden sculpture in the form 
of balustrades, fountains, arches, 
statues, ete., for some gardens being 
constructed near New York. On one 
nearly $100,000 is being expended. 


A stained glass memorial window for 
the Church of St. John at Larchmont, 
N. Y.,. has been recently completed and 
tut in place, and was shown for the 
first time on Easter Sunday last. The 
design is by Charles M. Shean, a mem- 
ber of the Architectural League anid 
ihe Society of Mural Painters, and it 
is of considerable importance, both as 
an ambitious and successful effort. The 
subject is taken from the first verse 
and chapter of the Revelations of St. 
John, and represents the evangelist at 
the Isle.of Patmos recording his vision. 
Mr. Shean has already éxecuted three 
windows in the chancel of the sa:ae 
edifice, two of which are the gift of 
the Murray family, one a memorial of 
Mrs. Murray, and the other a gift of 
her daughter in memory of her son, 
while the third isa memorial to the 
mother of Walter C. Hunting, the ar- 


chitect of the church. The present win- | 


dow is the gift of the children of the 
late Charles H. Murray. Mr, Shean has 
already done considerable decorative 
work, notably for the Waldorf-Astoria 
Hotel, the Manhattan Hotel, and the 
Lakewood residence of George Gould.

War Time Recollections. 

“My last recollection of the camp in 
which we were mustered in,’’ said the 
old soldier, “was of my mother.

POMONA. 
Effect of the Rain on Various Farm 
Crops. 


POMONA, May 1.—[Regular Correspond- 
ence.}] An inch of rain has fallen in the past 
thirty-six hours, with indications that there 
has been a much heavier precipitation on 
‘the mountains. The effect of the rain will, be 
of immense benefit to farmers. While grain 
will receive no benefit, being now generally 
ready for harvest where the growth is 
sufficient to pey for harvesting, the feed on 
the hills will be greatly improved. The 
rain, too, makes possible the growing of a 

quantity of and corn, to take 
the place of hay. t Chino one firm has 
secured five tons of sorghum seed for plant- 
ing as a forage plant, and many farmers 
throughout this section are taking steps in 
the same direction. The rain has now been 
sufficient to give assurance of a good growth 
of sorghum and corn for fodder and makes 
ble the reduction of stock feed to some- 
ng like normal prices in this section. 
g-"r~ benefits to accrue from 
the rain will be to the sugar beets. The 
outigok for this crop was hopelers, almost, 
as a very large proportion of the acreage al- 
ready plan had been blighted by winds 
and ‘lack of moisture. The planting of the 
crop was about at an end, but it is believed 
that the rain will make possible the exten- 
sion of planting on dry land, and the re- 
anting of land whére the crop has been 
destroyed. While nothing definite has been 
heard from the farmers today, there is reason 
to believe that this single rain will result in 
restoring confidence to the possi!bility of rais- 
ing a beet “—/? something like that of pre- 
vious years. If it proves that planting can 
be continued for another month as a result 
of the rain; there will exist no reason why 
the sugar output will not equal that of any 
‘prevoius year. 

Orchards on which fruit was maturing with- 
out irrigation do not yet appear to have suf- 
fered from drought, and the rain comes just 
in time to make possible the maturing of a 
crop of fruit of good quality, as the moisture 

-stimualte the trees at the very moment 
when most needed. Irrigated land will be 
saved one irrigation, leaving the water to a 
great extent in reserve for the summer sea- 
gon, while the heavy precipitation on the 
mountains is undoubtedly sufficient to bring 
the water supplies up to that of the average

AMMONIA SAVED HIM. 


Strange Experience With Wolwes in 
the Wilderness. 


[Philadelphia Record:] The following 
is a true wolf story, written from data 
furnished by Dr. Thornton of Lewis- 
ting Pa., whose father figures as the 

ero: 

“About the year 1845 wolves were 
abundant in Tomhickon Valley, between 
Catawissa and Hazleton. When the 
Catawissa Railroad, a part of the Phil- 
adelphia and Reading, was being built, 
Dr. Thomas A. H. Thornton, a prac- 
ticing physician, one cold autumn night 
was called out of bed to visit a patient 
about twenty miles from his home. At 
that time there were no regular roads 
as we now have. In their place the 
traveler used narrow paths or trails. 
Dr. Thornton in his anxiety to reach 


| the bedside of the sufferer attempted to 


make a short cut. He lost his way and 
for a week wandered through the wil- 
derness and, having no gun, was obliged 
to subsist on roots and herbs. The doc- 
tor was on horseback and, after wan- 
dering aimlessly about the pathless for- 
-ests for four or five days, got into a 
large swamp, where the horse stepped’ 
into a quagmire, from which his owner 
was unable to extricate him, and the 
animal had to be abandoned, imbedded 
as he was almost to his belly in the soft 
and boggy bed. The doctor removed the 
saddle bags containing his supply of 
medicine, etc., threw them over his 
shoulders and started off. 

“Several hours after the doctor got 
out of the swamp where he had aban- 
doned his horse he was horrified to see 
that he was being followed by a band 


of five or six wolves. At first they | 


kept at a respectful distance when 
stones were thrown at them, but finally,, 
as if they appreciated the helpless con- 
dition of their intended victim; and 
as darkness came on, the hungty, blood- 
thirsty band became bolder and holder. 
They circled around the terrified and 
jaded man and, closing in, started to. 
attack him on all sides. One more vi- 
cious and impulsive than the others 
made a spring at the doctor’s throat, 
hut a well-directed blow from @ club 
temporarily ‘disabled the animal -ehd 
caused his ravenous companions to dis- 
continue at that time their premedi- 
tated and combined attack. 

“The doctor, by this thrilling epi- 
sode and the frightened condition of 
the wolves. succeeded in going per- 


haps a mile unmolested. when, to his | 


great horror. he found the whole pack, 
led bv the vicious brute he believed he 
had maimed with his club, bot on his 
trail. The stunning blow administered 
to the leader of the howling band 
seemed to have only intensified the 
brute’s courage and thirst for blood. 
The man. weakened by long exposure 
and loss of food, realized that he 
would soon be torn to pieces if he did. 
not adopt some new means of defense. 

“Fortunately. as the animals began 
closing around him for another on- 
slaught, he reached a high rock, and 
mounted on its top, where a giant tree 
served to protect him from falling 
backward. He reached this eminence 
in time.to provide himself with some 
stones and two or three good clubs be- 
fore his pursuers started to attack 
him. He stood back to the tree, and 
as the animals attempted to come up 
he drove them back with his primitive 
weapons. A large stone hurled with 
great force and accuracy broke the 
head of one of the assailants, and this 
gave the doctor a breathing spell. 

“The man. however, realized that he 
must soon quit his refuge, and, remem- 
bering that he had in his saddlebags a 
large bottle full of ammonia, he de- 
termined to employ it as a final resort 
to save his life. He quickly removed 
one of his green baize leggings, tide it 
securely to the stick, and after saturat- 
ing the legging with ammonia he boldly 
started down the rocky promontory to- 
ward the wolves. The cunning animals,. 
apparently aware tthat he could 
more easily overpowered on level 
ground, separated, slunk off and per- 
mitted him to proceed several hundred 
yards before they renewed the pursuit. 
They did not. however, allow much 
time to elapse before they ‘took the 
trail of the man who had thus far so 
successfully baffled their powers.

The Latest Submarine Boat. 


[London (Can.,) Free Press: Eat- 
ing a meal cooked twenty feet under 
water is a’ sensation not enjoyed every 
day. An invention perfected by Simon 
Lake of Baltimore has, however, ren- 
dered that, and even more, possible. 
It is a steel boat that will crawl about 
on the bottom of a river or the sea 
like an alligator in the mud. It rolls 
along on the ground on corrugated iron 
wheels. One feature worth noting in 
respect to this submarine boat is that 
it is designed for the arts of peace 
rather than of war. When a steamer 
is sunk with her cargo this submarine 
boat will descend alongside the 
wreck and gather therefrom her freight 
and other valuables, and then silently 
appear on the surface once more. The 
submarine vessel is 29 feet long and 9 
feet wide. When it is to be sunk cer- 
tain steel compartments are filled with 
water. As these fill, the vessel sinks 
beneath the waves till she strikes bot- 
tom, not hurriedly, .but gently and 
gradually. The crew number six. They 
receive air through a-tube which rises 
from the boat to the surface and floats 
open-ended upon the water. A tank 
of compressed air supplies, ventilation 
to the forward compartments, from 
which a diver leaves the submarine 
boat to explore wrecks. A flagstaff 
above the surface of the water shows 
the whereabouts of the craft beneath.

CALIFORNIA LEMONS. 


GROWERS ARE NOT SATISFIED 
WITH THE OUTLOOK. 


The Question of Freight Rates—Va- 
rious Rensons Assigned for the 
Lack of Demands—Soda Foun- 
tains Versus Lemonade—Too 
Much Poor Fruit is Shipped. 


It is only within the past few years that 
the California lemon industry has assumed 
much importance. Four years ago, the Ship- 
ments of lemons from this section amounted 
to about 250 carloads. Last season shipments 
had increased to about 1000 carloads. is 
season the shipments will be much smaller, 
owing to the effects of the frost, but within 
a few years we may expect to see the crop 
of California lemons very largely increased. 
A recent estimate gives the number of 
lemon trees planted in orchard in Southern 
California at 263,240, bearing, and 642,502 not 
yet in bearing, a total of 905,742. Reckoning 


the consérvative amount of two.boxes to the: 


tree, this will, in a very few years, give us 
6000 carloads of lemons to dispose of, or al- 
most as large a quantity as the orange crop 
of last season. 

It was recently stated.in The Times that 
the lemon-grawers of Southern California 
had become quite discouraged at the outlook. 
This brought forth a letter from a lemon- 
grower in the Cahuenga Valley, who took 
issue with the statement, and gave figures 
to show, that the Cahuenga Valley lemon- 
growers had done pretty well. The fact re- 
mains, h@wever, that for the past couple of 
years, the lemon industry of Southern Cal- 
fornia has been in a bad way, that a 
large number of the growers are much dis- 
eartened, and that not a few of them have 
been discussing the propriety of cutting 
down their trees. On the other hand, it ts 
true that a large proportion of the lemons 
which have not been marketed with profit 
are of poor quality, thick-skinned and rough, 
and frequently covered with scale. For 
strictly first-class fancy lemons it has not 
been found difficult to obtain a market sat 
fair figures. In this, as in the case of 
other horticultural products, it is the sur- 
vival of the fittest.

*“‘What the railroads ought to do would be 
to give us a reduced rate, say from Novem- 
ber 1 to June 1, the seven months duriag 
which it is most diffitult for us to find a 
market for our fruit. If sueh-rate would 
be as low as 75 cents per hundred, we could 
then afford to pay a $1.25 rate’ during the 
balance of the year. This is the plan rro- 
mulgated by J. E. Packard of Pomona, and 
I presume we will ail work along that line. 

“I will add that when President Ripley 
was here, a number of us had a long talk 
with him, after which he wired to Assistant- 
General Traffic Manager Bissell, then at Del 
Monte, attending the Transcontinental Traffic 
Association meeting, that he believed the 
lemon men should have assistance, and that 
he (Mr. Bissell) should get in and work for 
a reduction ia freight rates. After the con- 
cession was secured, Mr. Ripley sent us a 
telegram, and we have in turn given him 
a long letter presenting our case in as 
strong light as possible. 

“It hardly seems probable we will get any 

further concession for the next few months 
but in due time an effort will be made ali 
along the line to get a reduction, commenc- 
ing, say about November 1. 
“‘Reports are coming in concerning some 
of the cars we have shipped under the 
emergency rate, loaded with 30,000 pounds 
instead of 24,000. We are glad to know that 
the fruit is standing up pretty well. It 
is a fact that our lemons are keeping’ bet- 
ter this season than in former years. We 
are learning this dry years that our lemon 
trees have heretofore had too much water. 
So we will get some good out of the dry sea- 
son, even if the crop does run short, later 
on.”’ 


When lemons were first raised on a com- 
mercial scale in Southern California, they 
were shipped green. The skins were conse- 
quently thick, and it was supposed by many 
consumers that California lemons were of a 
different variety from the imported fruit, and 
that they never could compete qwith Sicily 
lemons. en, er a few years, a tem 
of drying in ventilated storerooms was intro- 
duced and adopted by many of the larger 
growers, so that lemons -coulc be kept for 
compiaints came in from many ers in the 
East that these lemons did not keep B..- 
after the boxes were opened. Since then a 
modification of the earlier method of drying 
has been generally adopted, and many Cali- 
fornia lemons are now tald down in eastern 
markets in good shape. 

Various reasons are given as to the reason 
for the present unsatisfactory condition of 
the lemon market. Imports from Europe 
are st‘ll quite heavy, there having been in 
sight for Atlantic ports on April 18 265,000 
boxes, as compared with 301.000 boxes at the 
same time last year. The Italian importers 
in New York may be depended u to make 
a desperate effort to retain this 
trade and prevent it from followin 
ange business. Then, again, % is claimed 
that the general introductio:. of other fruit 
sates. and the large consumption of “‘soft 

rinks,” has interfered with the consumption 
of lemons. Far less lemonade is consumed in 
this country now than a few years

OMAHA EXPOSITION. 


Bxhibits Arriving From All Parts 
of the Country. 
{ASSOCIATED PRESS NIGHT REPORT.] 


OMAHA, May 1.—A section of the 
United States government exhibit at 
the Transmississippi Exposition, com- 
prising four carloads, has arrived.

No Danger From Indians. 


[Baltimore American:] Another In- 
dian war scare is threatened, this time 
from Utah. The Indians are repre- 
sented as buzzing and fiying around 
like a lot of enraged bees, because they 
have not been treated fairly in the 
matter of reservations. This seems $ 
like a waste of raw material. These 
Indian wars usually come when news 
is scare. They are a grateful inter- 
ruption of the monotony of the dull 
season. Blood-curdling rumors fill the 
air for days, and make the people's 
hair stand on erd. and then the re- 
ports are gradually toned down until 
it is finally revealed that a drunken 
Indian has had an encounter with a 
frontiersman. and been knocked down, 
or vice versa Once in a while some 
one is.actually shot in a fracas, and 
the shooter is so alarmed that he 
spreads the report of hostilities. 

These war scares are never formid- 
able. They are not dangerous to peo- 
pie at a distance, and those who live 
where they originate know very well 
that there is nothing in them: jn fact, 
the latter know that there is nothing 
more unlikely than an Indian war. In- 
dians have some sense—enough to un- 
derstand the futility _of engaging in 
war when they are surrounded on 
every hand by eivilization. The death 
of Sitting Bull put an end to the dogged 
spirit of relentless hostility to civiliza- 
tion in every form. The Indians have 
since then recognized the inevitable 
and accepted it. if not with gooa faith 

not promote their i 
sailing ir interests by as- 
ere and there a small ba 

break out from time to time rep 
and murder for a brief period. There 
@re still some parts of the country 
where road agents ply their nefarious 
trade almost with impunity, and there 
are vicious outlaws among the Indians 
as among the whites. but proportion.

With rare 
excertions. the Indians are em barked 
on the road to. civilization. Their 
Kress, though slow, is steady. Stolid- 
and laziness are fearful barriers to 
success in this ‘direction, and {; is 
doubtful if their achievements wil! ever 
be more than elementary. There is 
mo race of which there is note Which 
is so difficult to civilize. beyond a cer- 
tain point. The individual opportuni - 
ties for development have been very 
numerous. but there is no record of a 
distinzuished, Indian in civilized life. 
ev can become, however, peaceful 
and useful citizens, and they are’ be- 
coming so more rapidly than their

THE HARDSHIPS OF THE KLON- 
DIKE TRIP SET FORTH. 


Experiences of R. H. Hall in Shoot- 
ing the White Horse Rapids. 
The Grave of J. W. Matthews. 
Exagaerated Stories of Wealth. 


Of the thousands of men who have 
fought their way into the Klondike 
region a very fair percentage will 
come out during the summer, when 
navigation opens om the Yukon. A cer- 
tain percentage, too, will remain per- 
force, for they have expended their 
money in getting in and not having 
made a strike so far are without any re- 
sources. The remainder will stand by 
for the reason that they are fortune’s 
favorites, and have either got paying 
claims or think they have, and so far 
as affecting a man's determination to 
return home, the hope of soon grasp- 
ing a fortune is just as good as the for- 
tune itself. 

A letter has been received from R. 
H. Hail, written from Dawson City, 
N.W.T., under date of November 1, 
1897. The writer was a sturdy and con- 
stitutionally sound man, but the trip 
into the Northwest Territory tested his 
capabilities to the utmost. Extracts 
from his letter are interesting, and are 
herewith given: 

“After the glacier slide, just below 
Chilcoot Pass, on September 17,” Mr. 
Hall writes, “I went directly over the 
pass to Lake Lindermann, where I pur- 
chased a one-fourth interest in a boat 
mamed Peacemaker, and on the even- 
ing of September 25 I left, reaching 
the head of Lake Bennett a few hours 
later. Owing to a narrow, rapid running 
stream, conecting the two lakes, our 
supplies were portaged across about 
one mile to Lake Bennett. Midway be- 
tween the two lakes is the grave of J. 
W. Mathews, who, after losing two 
outfits and seeing his partner drowned, 
committed suicide by putting a bullet 
through his brain on June 12, 1897. 
Some kind hand has inmclosed the grave 
with a rough fence, and placed a 
wreath of mountain flowers at the 
head of it. 

“Capt. Strictland of the N.W.M.P., 
had given me a letter, after witness- 
ing the washing away of my supplies 
at Sheep Camp, and requested me to 
produce it when I met the customs 
officers at Tagish Lake. I did so, and to 
my surprise they passed what few 
supplies I had left free of the custom- 
ary duty. 

“I crossed Mud, or Marsh Lake, in 
the face of a fierce wind, and on the 
ist and 2d of October was on Lewis 
River. We ram the cafion on October 
3, and met parties going out. A short 
time later we shot the famous White 
Horse Rapids in just two minutes and 
ten seconds; distance three-quarters of 
a mile. A pilot was there to take par- 
ties through charging $25 for each boat. 
Ho took eleven through on October 3. 
He wanted fo pilot the Peacemaker 
through, and some of our party wanted 
to pay the $25, but I objected. With- 
out taking a pound of our supplies out 
I headed for the center of the stream, 
holding the stern oar. The Peacemaker 
was twenty-eight feet long, six and a 
half feet amidsips, double rudder, with 
plenty of free board. She went straight 
ahead, then sideways, then endways, 
bobbing up and down like a-cork. At the 
lower end of the rapids there is a 
strong eddy, or whirlpool, and is the 
point of greatest danger. For a few 
seconds I could see Klondike fading 
away. With the little strength remain- 
ing I threw against the oar and the 
Peacemaker shot out of the rapids nito 
smooth water. 

“From October 3 to October 9 it was 
one dead hard struggle, especially in 
crossing Lake Lebarge. This is beyond 
question the stormiest, roughest and 
most dangerous water om the entire 
route. On October 9 we registered at 
Fort Selkirk, and up to that date 3500 
men had registered since January. 

“We reached Dawson City October 
18, and found it full of mimers and: 
money plentiful. But food is not, and 
flour is worth $100 a sack, while ev- 
erything else ranges from $1 to $1.25 
per pound. If hog meat, dog meat and 
horse meat are not in demand before 
boats come in, then I am not good at 
guessing. About 1000 men who came in 
late with light outfits have gome down 
the Yukon to Fort Yukon, where sup- 
plies are reported in abundance. 

“T am now fifteen miles from Daw- 
son on El Dorado Creek, a branch of 
the Klondike. I have met the Berry 
brothers, Frank, Henry and Fred broth- 
ers of Clarence, the now-famous Klon- 
dike mine-owner. Frank Berry makes 
his headquarters in Dawson, looking 
after supplies, and the various interests 
connected with the mine. Henry Berry 
is working his claim on Bonanza Creek, 
which promises well. Fred Berry is the 
youngest of the four boys. He remains 
in camp, receiving and unloading sup- 
plies, looking after the cutting and 
hauling of hundreds of cords of wood, 
sinking holes here and there, giving 
instructions to the foreman, who is 
paid $15 a day, and has some fifty men 
at work. - 

“Mr. Clemens, of whom and his 
wealth so much was said last summer, 
has no ground here. He sold his entire 
interest for $50,000; $30,000 of which was 
paid down. This was the sum total 
that he took out with him, and $20,000 
is still owing him, payable next August. 
The report, then, that he carried out 
$175,000; that he left an interest here 
easily worth 
$1,000,000, had no foundation in fact. 
In truth, no money was taken out of 
claim 4, on El Dorado Creek, which he 
staked; and even the big nugget of 
which so much was said, was given 
him to bind the bargain, when he sold 
his interest. 

“This country has been fearfully mis- 
represented, and I wish to send an hon- 
est, earnest and well-meant warning to 
those who contemplate coming here in 
the spring, to stay away. If they start 
and get here they will bitterly regret it. 
It will be the roughest and hardest road 
they ever traveled. I and my party 
were from July 16 until October 12 in 
reaching here. Save one week in Seat- 
tle, I worked each and every day. . It 
rained continually for four weeks after 
September 8, and snowed or rained the 
balance of the time. I slept on the 
ice, snow, or wet ground every night: 
had to cross dangerous lakes, shoot 
treacherous cafions, stormy sapids end

When 
some measley little boat comes up the 
Yukon I'll leave the Klondike to a big- 
ger fool than I, who may happen along 
after reading this letter.”

A gleaming skull beside a rock; 

A bruised and battered tin canteen;- 

A weather-beaten alpenstock;

A shriveled shoe; a miner’s pack; 
Enough; ‘tis all the heart can hold.
